leaders involved in the strike of steel workers in the Pittsburgh district, 
were made today. The companies' statements expressed optimism and 
a representative of the Carnegie Steel Co. said that concern had 90 per 
cent as many blast furnaces in operation today as were working when 
the strike began. 


Union leaders were emphatic in their declarations that the strikers 


were not losing ground. They said new recruits were joining the ranks 
of the strikers each day and added that they were well pleased, with 
present conditions.

by the treaty. This commission will. 
In a way, carry on part o£ the work 
which has been performed by the s\f- 
preme council which is expected 
to 


close within six weekf. 


Manifestly the United Slates 
can- 


not b« represented on this coordina- 
tion committee until she ratifies the 
treaty. General regret is apparent over 
the impossibility to start all the com- 
missions created under the treaty with 
a full membership from the great pow- 


ers, as It would he much simpler If 
all the permanent members of the va 
rious commissions could begin 
work 


simultaneously. In the Rhineland, the 
Belgian. French and British members 
of the inter-allied commission of which 
an American will be the fourth mem- 
ber, will probably be empowered hy 
their g-overnments to proceed with civ- 
il administration in spite of the fact 
that the Rhineland convention requires 
American co-operation. 
In American 


occupied territory, military control will 
be continued by common consent unti! 
the United States senate ratifies the 
treaty and makes the establishment of 
civil government possible. 


The co-ordination commission wil 


have les?cr powers than those held b> 
the supreme council. Its members wi 
not be plenipotentiaries, but will he 
required to refer important matters 
to their various foreign offices for 
decision. 
This commission will dea 


only with matters relating to the Ger- 
man treaty and will not Indulge in the 
general discuss ton of Russian, TurK- 
Ish or other international 
problems. 


The creation of the co-ordination com- 
mission will end the "interna.tional for- 
eign office" as the supreme council 
has heen termed.

treaty. General regret is apparent over 
the impossibility to start all the com- 
missions created under the treaty "*~lth 
a full membership from the great pow- 


ers, as It would be much simpler if' 
all the permanent members of the va- 
rious commissions could begin work 
simultaneously, in the Rhineland, the 
Belgian, French and British members 
of the inter-allied commission of which 
an American will be the fourth mem- 
ber, will probably be empowered by 
their governments to proceed with civ- 
il administration, in spite of the fact 
that the Rhineland convention requires 
American co-operation. 
In American 


occupied territory, military control will 
be continued by common consent unlit 
the United States senate ratifies the 
treaty and makes the establishment of 
civil government possible. 


Tho co-ordination commission will 


have lesser powers than those held by 
tho supreme council.

porations in leaving the brakemen 
exposed to dangers of which they 
were not notified.
